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NOTE: This operation is engaged in developing stay-behind assets 

for wartime tasks consisting of Escape and Evasion, limited 
sabotage, drop zones, and W/T facilities. In order to 
achieve these objectives it is organizing and training 
assets during the cold war period. At present it has ?6 
cadre groups which are distributed geographically in 
accordance with the pattern of population concentration 
in the East Zone. 
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a. Eecords are being kept of all V Men who are forced to join SED or other Communisl 
organizations. Joining is necessary in some cases for stayability, future 
moliLization and cover. 

b. The principal agent has been instructed to expand the program for Drop Zones. 

c. 18 W/T operators were instructed in May. 

d. The location of the W/T school has been changed as a result of the security 
implications arising from the arrest of one of the V/T operators in the East 
Zone; training has been resumed. 

e. The possibility of establishing a rear base at Kaiserlauten is under considera- 
tion and an early decision is anticipated, 

f. During the recent wave of arrests following the riots in East Germany no 
CADBOWN personnel were known to have been involved. 

g. During the reporting period of 1 April 1953 to 30 April 1953, the following 
personnel changes occurred in the DDE. 
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(1) One asset was arrested 

(2) Two assets were removed for security reasons from the DDE. 

(3) Three assets fled from the DDE. 

(4) Twenty assets were cancelled for security reasons because the group 
leader fled. 

(5) Pive assets were cancelled for miscellaneous reasons.
